Se isolated indeed is the manor, that for ge- 
nerations the owners have seemed to consider 
it the very centre of things created—tte capi- 
tal of civilization, and te sneer at all beyond 
the forest as mere ‘‘ outside barbarians.”” I

And 
that there is no falser belief im the whole creed 
of Mammop worship, thas thet the fair and just 
price of money always is whet it will bring. 


Tae Peeuc Heatra.—The effects of the op- 
pressive heat of the week before last, are seen 
in the tables of mortality for last week. In this 
city the deaths were 57% - an twerease of 141 
over the previous week. ()ne-third of the deaths 
were of children under one year of age; while 
the children— of al! ages— compose nearly two- 
thirds of the whole pumber. The mortality 
from cholera remains about the same, or 60 
stelts and 10 children—aen tmerease of © over 
the pretious week.

In New York the deaths were 1,140—an in- 
over the previews report—and

tality of the last week in July, 184% when the 
ebolera reached its highest point.

Indeed 
the cholera has hed nearly three-fourths of its 
victims among the irish and Germans, of the 
poorer classes, the proportion of Americans 
and others, being very insignificant. Newly 
arrived 4 are most consp among 
the victims. The deaths from cholera alone 
were 24) An increase of 68 over the previous 
week Tbe deaths trom choters in New York, 
during the past nine weeks have been 651. (1 
these, 02 were foreigners, and 129 Americans. 
There is ene consolation after all this—that 
we have probably now seen the worst of the 
mortality. Pray God that it may be so!

I have knows animals which were allowed to 
feed late in satumn, in well-sct, luxuriant on- 
closures of aftermath, actually lose in weight, 
while the opposite result was clearly manifest 
in others which were kept ap, and supplied only 
with hay. If we are so situated as to be sure 
of a competent supply of cured food during the 
winter, without incurring extravagant and ruio- 
ous outlays of cash, it is perhaps better, on the 
whole, to restrict our stock—with the excep- 
tion of sheep and cows in milk, as much as pos- 
sible, te cured todder. 

Bat shecp aad cows should be allowed to 
partake of groen feed as long as it is to be ob- 
tained. They do better on it thar on hay, even 
if they sre supplied with grain. Sheep, bow- 
ever, are, of all animals, perbaps, the most de- 
cidedly injurious to mowing lands, when allow- 
ed to feed late ‘— the fall. The tormatios of 
their mouths, and particniarty of their teeth, 
enable them to cut closer than other animals — 
often below the surtace of the soil, thereby fa- 
tally mjuring the roots by laying them bare and 
exposed to frost. But the cow can effect little 
damage im this way. She is not go rigid an 
economist, or, perhaps, | should say, is far less 
greedy and voracious, and takes only what the 
plants can spare as well as not.

Saont Revev vor Burren Maxeas.—We do 
not iatend to instruct good dairymeids in the 
art and mystery of butter mating, but if they 
see any hint in the rules which follow, that 
they think serviceable, let them make a note 
ot it 

The newer and sweeter the cream, the sweeter 
aod higher flavored will be the batter 

The air must be fresh and pure in the room 
where the butter is set 

The cream should not remain on the milk 
over thirty-six hours. . 

Keep the cream in the pails, or stone pots, 
late whict put a spoonful of salt at the be,in- 
ning, then stir the cream lightly each morning 
and evening; this will prevent the cream from 
moulding or souring 

Churn as often as once a week, and as much 
ottener aa circumstances will permit. 

Upoa churning, add the cream upon all the 
raflk im the dairy. 

Use nearly an ounce of salt to a pound of 
but‘er. 

Work the butter over twice, to free it from 
the buttermilk and brine, before lumping and 
packing. 

Be certain that it is entirely free from every 
particle of buttermilk, or coaguiated milik, and 
it will keep sweet torever.
